1. la a tiiree-lumr XatMuleaat aad televiaed press 
coatereace of aoprecedoat^ elaliorateiieiis, X<. I*. IlylcHev, 
toad of tto 9SSa fdrelgn lULalstJ^^s ptress departaeot, pro- 
seated detailed odarfes of ABerlcsaa sodverslve aad eaploaai^ 
activities agalaat tde aad other Bloe countries. 

2. Uemt of the oatearlal has heea dlsoussml earlier la 
the Soviet press aad radio at various tines. A aunber of 
captured agents sere pretsuited poreoaally before a large 
aadlenee of 200 nesssenr iaeludlag nany Vestem correspond- 
eats, and their ”^eepioaage satoriala'* sere prralaently dis- 
played. 

3. the stateaeat vaa nade after three persons had been 
arrested In the Ohited States as Soviet spies and a aunber 
of Soviet diplonatlc perw>aael had been erpolled frees the 
Uhlted States and several X«atln Anerlean and Seet European 
countries oa charges of espionage aad subversion. It also 
occurred in the nldst of iaereaslagly palpable student, in- 
tellectual, and worher unrest within the U8SH. thus its 
tlslng Is apparently calculated to counteract the impact of 
these events and to servo as a warning to Soviet cltlseus 



and possibly as a prstexi for crackiag do«a oa aoa-coaioralst 
slsesats vitbia tbs 0SSE. 

4. Xlyicbsv began vltb a gsasral statsssat that '*lapsrlal- 
ist aggressive goartsrs is lestsra eotuitriea’- have alvays tried 
to ttBdearniBS tbe Soviet Cteion. Sow tbs Ibiited Statesr "for tbe 
tirat tisw ia history,** bas "raised to the levei of offieiai 
policy stdbversive activity agaiast eoeatries *ifasuitable* to 
it." Uyiehev referred to **aa early 1956 imite Boose state- 
seat" that **li)wratioa of the people's desoeraoies sas, is, 

aad eill he the chief aio of hbited Statmei poliey oatil suc- 
cess is achieved. "It is a setter of c<w»on haovledge 
that the Qaited States Caagress earsarhs iotadreds of sillioas 
of dellaohs for SR^hversive activity, " said Xlyiebev, aad be 
seat on to ropeat fasiliar Soviet chargee a^Uast the Batoal 
Security Aet aad the Serstea Aaezuteeat.
